AMONG THE PUBLISHERS. 

Artistic skill. To secure facility of adapta- 
tion in production and design in art workman- 
ship, quick execution should be practiced by 
students. Free-hand drawing and clay sketches 
6hould be 6imply the result of rapid observa- 
tion, representing what the memory retains of 
an object after viewing it a certain time. With 
a definite conception of an example, and with- 
out further reference to it, a 6pace should be 
filled with appropriate decoration in a given 
time. The Japanese, who have advanced all 
arts they have adopted, have adopted this 
plan, which is the education of the eye. 

Specialties in cloisonne. Japanese makers 
of cloisonne have usually their own specialties, 
including the particular shade of their colors. 
Thus, one maker has a transparent, blood- 
covered enamel, dotted with flakes of an opaque 
white color; another inserts among his enamels 
small pieces of gold-stone. Antique cloisonne" 
is more curious than decorative, as time discol- 
ors the enamel. The best blue enamel is tur- 
quoise tint. Cloisonne work is not to be 
judged wholly by amount of ornamentation, as 
this is sometimes used to conceal defects. 

To amateurs in wood-carving. Be care- 
ful not to take out the ground too deep. Cut 
straight into the wood, following the outlines 
of the design, 60 that the sides of the portions 
to be in relief shall be at right angles to the 
surface of the wood. There is a tendency for 
the chisel to go underneath the portions to be 
in relief, which must be avoided. See that the 
background is flat, of equal depth, and when 
the whole of the ground is away, trim up the 
edges of the raised portion. 

The preparation of many of the deys of 
Eastern weavers involves long and patient 
labor, and often elaborate processes. Now it 
is affirmed that Indian, if not Persian and 
Turkestan weavers, are taking advantage of 
aniline dyes. We can scarcely believe this 
transposition is on any great scale, durability 
of color being so important a factor in the 
market value of their rugs and piece goods 
that the use of evanescent colors would cause 
a fall in price below actual value. 

In gilding, the books of gold leaf should 
always be placed before the fire some half-hour 
previous to use, in order to thoroughly dry 
the gold, and make it more manageable.
